When a gardener gets a poor stand 
of plants In carefully prepared soil, 
he usually blames it on poor seeds. 
Actually, the failure, asserted A. E, 
Wilkinson, vegetable gardening spe­ 
cialist of the Agricultural Extension 
service, University of Connecticut, 
is more often caused by attacks of 
fungi or molds that cause the seeds 
to decay or the young seedlings to 
die before they emerge from the soil. 
This trouble is known as damping - 
off It generally can be avoided by 
dusting the seeds with one of sev­ 
eral chemical compounds sold for 
this purpose at garden supply stores. 
They can be used safely on most

Mosaic usually ap­ 
pears early. Do not plant black and 
red raspberries near each other. Do 
not grow blackberries near any va­ 
rieties of raspberries. Cut out and 
burn mosaic-stricken plants as soon 
as they are discovered. Several In­ 
sects carry the virus of this disease. 
Anthracnose is worst on black 
raspberries, also on blackberries and 
dewberries. While the upper leaf sur­ 
faces 
may 
reveal 
small 
purple- 
bordered spots, the stems usually 
show' the major symptoms. These 
are at first small purple, slightly 
raised spots which later turn into 
sunken lesions. Fruits on affected 
stems seldom ripen naturally, but 
wither or ripen prematurely. On red 


Wisterias — Permanent, woody 
vines demanding a sheltered but 
sunny site. Excellent for porches 
and similar supports. Only grafted 
stock should be planted. 
Honeysuckles — There are several 
varieties, all listed under the bo­ 
tanical name of Lonicera. Many are 
semi-evergreen in habit and all bear 
beautiful and fragrant flowers. 
Nasturtium — A flowering annual 
needing some support. Is subject to 
severe attacks by plant lice but can 
be protected by killing off the early 
invaders with nicotine sulfate as a j 
spray in soapy water. 
Sweet Peas — Scores of beautiful 
named varieties. Seed should be 
planted at once In a sunny site 
where the soil Is naturally deep and 


that is not possible a mulch over 
the soil will help, This also serves 
to prevent excessive evaporation of 
the soil moisture. 
Well rotted manure is excellent 
for 
mixing with the 
soil 
before 
planting, and 
there 
should be a 
fair supply of lime. Avoid an excess. 
as that is as bad as not enough. 
Plant the roots three inches below 
the surface and take every precau­ 
tion to prevent damage to the stems. 


Leaf-Eating Insects 
Need Stomach Poison 


Spraying 
for 
insects 
attacking 
tree foliage is 
done 
during 
the 
growing season while the trees are 
in leaf. Surface leaf-eating Inserts 
may be controlled through use of a 
stomach poison. Although effective 
after the insect has begun to feed, it 
is best to apply it Just before the 
insects appear, thus preventing In­ 
ju n to leaves, and 
because 
the 
younger the larvae are the more 
readily the poison kills them. 
With 
sucking 
insects, stomach 
poisons are useless, a contact In­ 
secticide being required. This type 
kills by entering the breathing tubes

Small leaf­ 
lets pucker while the edges and par­ 
ticularly the leaf tip bends down­ 
ward. No mottling of green and yel­ 
low occurs as is noticeable in mosaic.

and 
fruits are small and inferior in qual­ 
ity. Rogue out and burn affected 
parts as soon as leaf curl symptoms 
are detected. No sprays are known 
to curb mosaic and this disease. 
Blackberries and black raspberries 
are the chief victims of Streak. The 
disease Is so named because of its 
m a j o r 
identifying 
symptom 
— 
purplish streaks on the bark of af­ 
fected young canes. Usually leaves 
on stricken canes remain decidedly 
smaller. The cane streaks are about 
the width of a heavy pencil mark. 
Like mosaic, streak Is carried chiefly 
I by insects. Therefore there are two 
! main methods of control and pre­ 
vention — (I) Rogue out and bum
